These suggestions are 
made for

PRIMARY CHANGES. 


Saturday, September 9, will be last 


day for candidates to file petitions for 
their names to be placed upon ballots 
of the several parties at tlie primary 
election to be held in Adams County 
on Saturday, September 30. The bill 
changing the date from June has been 
signed by Governor Teuer. 


The new law provides that candi- 


dates for all offices to be rilled at the 
municipal election held in the odd 
numbered years shall be nominated at 
the Fall primary.

County Committeemen. The present 
Democratic commute* will continue 
as such until after the primary of next 
year, and hereafter under the law 
commltteeuieu will beelected in every 
even numbered year for a term of two 
years. The new law provides that such 
party officers as are provided for by 
the rulesof the several political parties 
(•hall be elected at the Spring primary 
and this primary is only held iu even 
numbered years.

TO BECOME PRESIDENT OF MIS- 


SOURI PACIFIC AT $100,000. 


General Manager Alexander Robert- 


son to be New President of

Although recently forced out ef the 


position himself. George J. Gould, op- 
posing the Rockefeller-Kuhu-Loeb in- 
tercets, brought about the election last 
week of B. F. Bush, president of the 
Western Maryland Railroad Corn 
pany, as his successor as president of 
the Missouri Pacitic Railway, defeat- 
ing tueopposition candidate, David R. 
Francis, former Uovenor of Missouri. 


The victory of the Gould faction 


was followed immediately by the an 
nouucemeut of Kuhu, Loeb & Co.'s 
withdrawal as bankers for the system 
and with the resignation of Paul M. 
Warburg, the company's represent a 
tive on the board of directors, and of 
Cornelius Vauderbilt, an ally. Edgar 
L. Marstou, represeutiug>Blair& Co. ; 
Fred T. Gates, representing John D. 
Rockefeller, and E. D. Adams, Auier 
icau representative of the Deutsche 
Bank, voted against Mr. Bush, but 
did not sever their connection with 
the board. It is rumored, however, 
that Messrs. Adams and Marstou also 
will resign. 


Statements by Both Sides. 


After the meeting both George Gould 


and Kuhu, Loeb & Co. issued state- 
ments explaining their side of the case, 
Mr. Gould regretting personally the 
withdrawal of Kuhu, Loeb & Co., but 
cougratulating the road on the selec- 
tion of Mr Bush. Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
on the other hand, explained that they 
did not favor Mr. Bush and that be- 
cause of his election Messrs. Warburg 
and Vauderbilt felt "unwilling to 
share responsibility in the manage- 
ment of the company under these cir- 
cumstances." 


Mr. Gould in his statement says : 
"The board has, I think, made a 


wise choice in selecting Mr. B. F. 
Bush as president. 
He is familiar 


with the conditions on the line and 
with the affairs of the company, gaiu- 
ed while in its employ some years ago. 
I was much influenced in my advoca- 
cy of his election by the results he has 
attained in his administration of tbe 
Western Maryland property and by 
tbe esteem in which I knew he was 
held by Mr. Rockefeller, who is so 
largely interested in the Western 
Maryland, and who, next to our fami- 
ly, is the largest stockholder in Mis- 
souri Pacitic. 


It is understood that Mr. Bush will 


receive a salary of $100,000 a year - 
more than three times the amount he 
is now receiving as president of the 
Western Maryland. 


Mr. Robertson Slated. 


There is little doubt that Vice-Presi- 


deut and General Manager Alexander 
Robertson, of the Western Maryland, 
will be elected president of that road 
to succeed Mr. Bush, m addition to 
continuing in his present position as 
general manager, at the meeting of the 
Western Maryland next Tuesday. 


In view of the extension now being 


completed by the Western Maryland 
to Connellsville, where It will join the 
Pittsburg and Lake Erie Railroad, 
and the traffic agreement with the 
Sfew York Central system, which will 
go Into effect on the completion of 
that link, it is highly important to 
lave at the helm of the Western 
Maryland one who is thoroughly fa- 
miliar with its present problems. 


"There is only one regret I have in 


accepting the presidency of the Mis- 
souri Pacific," said Mr. Bush, that I 
will have to leave Baltimore. I know 
of no other city in which I hav» been 
so happy, and m this I kuow I voice 
he sentiments of Mrs. Bush. 
"I plan to take up my new duties 
bout May 1 and will probably leave 


Baltimore the end of this or early next 
week. I will be in St. Louis from then 
on, and I suppose I'll be kept rather 
busy. I believe I am leaving the 
Western Maryland in excellent con- 
dition and with a prospect for its 
future which, I may say, with modes- 
ty, if it be permitted, has never been 
surpassed. 


"We have kept very quiet aoout our 


work with the property. You know

I am glad to inform you that they 


have strong assurances that their ap- 
peals will be favorably responded to 
and that the party will be placed in a 
position of independence and self-re- 
spect. 


AVhile it is the intention of the offi- 


cers to keep in close touch with the 
members of the State Central Commit- 
tee and the members of the party In 
every section of the State so as to be 
ready and able to aid the local orga- 
nizations when possible, I again as 
sure you that there will be no at- 
tempt to interfere with them or to 
commit the party in advance to an> 
course of action. The selection of poli- 
cies and candidates belongs not to 
the organization, but to the party and 
must be left to the free will of its 
members, untrammeled by dictation 
from any source. 


1 believe that one great cause of 


dissatisfaction in the past has been 
the feeling that party action instead 
of reflecting the free choice of its 
•members, simply registered the arbi- 
trary 
decisions 
of 
self-constituted 


leaders, who determined in advance 
the policies to be adopted and candi- 
•dates to be nominated. This practice 
must no longer prevail. In order to 
Testore confidence and to reunite the 
-party, Its members must be satisfied 
that not the will of any man or fac- 
tion, but the collected will of all will 
prevail in controlling the party's ac- 
tion. 


In order to make the party more 


promptly and surely responsive 
to 


the will of its members and also to 
meet recent changes in the election 
laws of the State, some changes in 
our party rules are necessary. 


For tnese purposes I would suggest 


for your consideration the following 
as the most pressing: 


1st. As far as possible the rules 


goveining the election of members of 
the State Central Committee should 
be uniform and in accordance with 
the policy underlying the primary 
election law. So long as radical dif- 
ferences between the different coun- 
ties remain, entire equality cannot ex- 
rlst. 


2nd. 
Whenever 
a 
Congressional 


District is composed of two or more 
counties, there should be a chairman 
for such district, to be selected either 
by direct vote at the primaries, or 
by the Congressional 
Candidate in 


conjunction with the chairman of the 
counties comprising the district. Such 
District Chairman should have charge 
of the congressional campaign in such 
district. 


3rd 
The State Chairman shall en- 
ter upon the discharge of his duties 
immediately after his election and 
shall serve only until his successor 
has been elected. In any year when 
a state convention is held, he shall 
not be elected until after such con- 
vention, and the nominees 
thereof 


snail have a voice and vote in the se- 
lection. 


Under the present system, as you 


know the new Chairman, 
although 


-elected in July, does not take office 


pen again as it has before, that the 


from olt* chairmon represented 
influences 


to which they were opposed and from 
whic'i fie paity desired to be free; 
yet 
under the present 
rule, they 


would be obliged to accept him as 
thoir leader in the campaign on which 
they were entering. 


No supposed convenience can justi- 


fy such a system. Its only real pur- 
pose is to provide a device for per- 
petuating tlie control of a faction even 
though the people should elect a con- 
vention hostile to it.

Chairman of the Convention, and the 
candidates nominated at it 
should 


have anrhority to appoint an aclvis 
or> committee to supervise the State 
campaign. 


This was the system which prevail- 


ed when the Democratic party was a 
vital and growing force in the State. 


It will give to the people through 


the convention a more direct connec 
•ion w'ith an control over the State 
campaign, as the majority In the con- 
vention will be able to inject its own 
spirit and purposes into the cam- 
paign.

"our consideration; they are intend- 
ed to restore confidence and increase 
the liberty of party action, f will be 
glad to hear from you on these or any 
other points which >ou think should 
be considered. 


Of course, all such suggestions must 


to be of any avail, be submitted to 
and approved by the full committee, 
the State Convention, and the party. 


There are other provisions in the 


rules which should be changed in or- 
der to increase the control of the 
party over the organization; it is also 
probaablo that if the so-called "Tus- 
tin Act" goes into effect, still other 
changes will be necessary to comply 
with its provisions.

Cremate the Bugs Now. 


Prof. H. A. Surface, State Zoologist 


«f Pennsylvania, calls attention of 
gardiiers, farmers and orchardists, at 
this time of year to thp importance of 
rakinp together and burning all DOF- 
sible rubbish on the place, not only 
for the puriwse of a general spring 
cleaning, but also to get rid of vari- 
ous pests which hibernated or passed 
the winter protected by such material. 


Certain insects such as the adults 


of the Asparagus Beetle, the large 
Squash Bug, and others pass the win- 
ter in any rubbish where they car- 
find protection, being found especially 
fn the garden and in or near frag- 
ments of plants which they infested. 
Absolutely clean farming is recogniz- 
ed as being fully as important in con- 
trolling certain species o£ insects, as 
is the use of the spray pump. The de 
struction of such insects as those 
above mentioned before they come 
from their winter quarters, and can 
so easily be killed by burning the rub- 
bish that has given them winter pro- 
tection, is strongly urged at just this 
particular time. 


in burning any material it is ad- 


visable to do this on cultivated ground 
rather than upon a waste plot for the 
purpose of getting the benefit of the 
ashes as a valuable fertilizer to the 
soil. All ashes contain more or less 
potash of lime, and these are among 
essential elements of plant food. Thus 
in burning rubbish piles the gardener 
is not only destroying certain pests 
which might later cause him consid- 
erable damage, but is also enriching 
his soil and burning out certain weed 
seeds that can likewise be destroyed 
by the heating of the soil at the place 
where the fire is built.

beatitude will keep all its powers at- 
tentive to the Incessant pursuit of 
them."
